temperature of !envoi made, in tho 
deserts and mountains nf Arizona and 
in the Santa Lucia mountains of Cal- 
ifornia have resulted in the discov- 
ery that, leaves show n very rapid 
change of temperature at times.

HARMFUL GREEN-BOTTLE FLY 


Causes Wool Maggot of Sheep and Has 


Been Known to Deposit Eggs 


on Calves. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 
The green-bottle fly has a wide dis- 


tribution throughout the world. It is 
known as the green-bottle or green 
blowfly in this country. It is rather 
closely associated with habitations of 
man and is not as commonly known, on 
the range as are the screw-worm fly 
and the black blowfly. It is often 
abundant in cities, especially If gar- 
bage Is not properly cared for. 


This is the fly which causes the wool 


maggot of sheep in the British Isles, 
and the same habit has been recorded 
for It in this country. It has been 
known to deposit eggs on the soiled 
rumps of calves as well as sheep, fol- 
lowing diarrhea, and occasionally It 
infests wounds on animals. 


It is usually slightly smaller than 


the black blowfly and the screw-worm 
fly-Its 
color ranges from a brilliant
